Legislative News:

Today marks the 89™ Day of Arizona’s 49™ Legislature, 1°' Regular Session.

Jack Husted’s executive nomination to the Arizona Game and Fish Commission was heard in
the Senate’s Committee on Natural Resources, Infrastructure and the Public Debt this past
week, where it received a ‘do pass’ recommendation by a vote of 6-0. The Senate did not
caucus this week, and therefore that recommendation was not presented to the full body.
The earliest possible Senate Confirmation would be next week if leadership decides to move
the nomination forward for consideration by the full body.

The Department’s legislation, HB2064 and HB2157, is currently under consideration of
amended language to meet some concerns of legislative members and stakeholders.
HB2064, the guides and wasted game meat bill is currently calendared for the House Rules
Committee on Monday, April 13". The amended language is due to be brought before the full
Commission on Tuesday, April 14" for a vote during a special telephonic meeting. The Rules
Committee is not a fact finding body for the interpretation of inherent and implied policy
impacts to the state; they serve to determine whether legislation is in proper form and
constitutional. Most of the time, legislation is not voted upon individually but rather a vote is
taken on the entire agenda. The sponsors of HB2157 are also trying to have that bill
calendared as well. Once these bills pass the Rules Committee, they are free to move
through the legislative process, and be amended on the floor of the House. The amended
language will not be considered in Rules, but would be offered in House COW.

The Legislature has not, and doesn’t appear to be in a position to present the public with the

much anticipated budget for FY10. IT is our understanding that the members are working in
small groups to work through differences.

County boards of supervisors are required instead of
allowed to adopt a current wildland-urban interface code,
and must compel owners or lessees of property located in
unincorporated areas to establish and maintain defensible
space (defined) around the property pursuant to the code.

The requirement
may be waived upon a 2/3 majority vote of the committee
or chamber.

The authority granted to the Game and Fish Commission
to purchase, sell or donate buffalo meat is changed to
bison meat. The restriction against donating the meat to
anything other than a charity or public institution is
retained.

Unless a higher fee is specifically authorized in statute, a
public body may not charge a fee for copies of public
records that exceeds the cost of equipment, maintenance,
and personnel time associated with reproducing the
record. It may not include personnel costs associated with
retrieving or redacting the document. Further, unless
specifically permitted by statute, there shall be no cost to
the public for inspecting a public record.

Unless a higher fee is specifically authorized in statute, a
public body may not charge a fee for copies of public
records that exceeds the cost of equipment, maintenance,
and personnel time associated with reproducing the
record. It may not include personnel costs associated with
retrieving or redacting the document. Further, unless
specifically permitted by statute, there shall be no cost to
the public for inspecting a public record. Additional
requirements are imposed on custodians of public records
kept in digital format when asked for access to or copies
of public records. Because of a potential increase in state
revenue from fees imposed for digital copies of public
records in state custody, this bill requires a 2/3 majority
in each chamber for passage (per Prop 108).

The Arizona Geographic Information Council is given
statutory authority. [Capitol Reports note: the council was
originally formed by executive order.] Various definitions
in statutes dealing with public lands are changed to
replace incorporate terms such as "geospatial data and
"geographic information systems."

Various changes to statutes governing the Arizona State
Retirement System, including changing the way the
average monthly compensation is calculated for members
hired after July 1, 2010 to be the highest 60 months of
the past 120 months. [Capitol Reports note: for members
hired before July 1, 2010, the average compensation is
based on the highest 36 months of the past 120 months.]
Also for members hired after July 1, 2010, the number of
points required for normal retirement is increased to 85
from 80. [Capitol Reports note: "points" refer to the sum
of a member's age and years of credited service.] Much
more.

It is a class 1 (highest) misdemeanor for a person to
provide false information to a public official if the person
has reason to know the information is false. It is also
illegal to withhold information from a public official with
the intent to prejudice a decision by the official or a public
body. A lobbyist convicted of a violation of this law is
prohibited from acting as a lobbyist for three years. A
public employee convicted of a violation of this law is
subject to termination.

Regulations are implemented for "venture trucks" defined
as vehicles used primarily for cargo that has at least 4
wheels, an unladen weight not more than 1,800 pounds, a
wheel base not exceeding 6'3" and a top speed of 25
mph. They are exempt from registration and insurance
requirements.

Merchandising businesses operated as part of a public-
private partnership agreement or as a rest stop
improvement are added to the list of businesses exempt
from mandatory preference to businesses operated by the
blind.

The Legislature retains the authority to appropriate
“noncustodial federal monies” (defined). For unanticipated
